AN ACT to amend section 990—19 of the statutes, relating to
civil service.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Scnate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTON 1. Section 990—19 of the statutes is amended to
read: Secetion 990—19. 1. No transfer or reinstatement shall
be made for a position in one class to a position in another class
unless the same he specifically authorized by the civil serviee
commission. Seecticn 18 and the rules adopted thereunder shall
be read with this scetion and the rules adopted hereunder, and
where the transfer involves a promotion the requirements of

the promotion rule and regulation shall be observed.

2. No transfer shall be authorized by the c¢ivil service eom-
mission of any person holding a position in the exempt class or
in the noncompetitive class or the labor class, to a position in
" the competitive class unless the person seeking to be trans-
ferred shall have served at least three years in the position from
which he desires transfer, and unless the position to which he
desires transfer is similar in the duties to be performed to the
position from which he desires transfer. No such transfer
shall be authorized unless the person so wishing to be trans-
ferred has attained a place upon the appropriate eligible list in
force at the time the request for the transfer is made.

2. Any person who has held a position by appointment under
the civil service rules and who has been separated from the
service without any delinqueney or misconduet on his part but
owing to reasons of cconomy or otherwise. may be reinstated
within one year, and in the case of legislative employes within
two years, from the date of such separation to the same or similar
position in the same department ; provided, that for the original
entrance to the position proposed to be filled by such reinstate-
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ment there is not required in the opinion of the civil service
commission examination involving essential tests or qualifica-
tions different trom or higher than those involved in the exam-
ination for the original entrance to the position formerly held
by the person proposed to be reinstated.

AN ACT to amend subsection 3 of section 496d of the statutes,
relating to qualificationg of teachers in state graded schools.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

Section 1. Subseetion 3 of section 496d of the statutes is
amended to read: Section 496d. All persons employed in
heth classes of graded schools applying for state aid shall be
competent teachers and shall * * * e qualified as follows:
The prineipal of a state graded school of the first class shall hold
some form of a state liccnse or state certificate. In each school
of this class one assistant * * * may hold a third grade
certificate, or a certificate of a higher grade, provided such as-
sistant, if holding a third grade certificate shall have had at least
oue year’s successful experience as a teacher in the public
schools of Wisconsin; onc assistant * * * may hold a sec-
ond grade certificate. or a certificate of a higher grade. and all
other assistants shall hold first grade certificates, * * *
state licenses, or state certificales. The principal of a state graded
sehool of the second class shall hold a first grade county certifi-
cate, ®* * * and shall have had not less than one ycar of
suceessful experience as a teacher in a publie school, or a sccond
grade * * * certificate and shall have had not less than
two vears of successful experience as a teacher in a public
school, or some form of a state certificate, provided that the testi-
monial of successful experience herein required shall be issued
by the county superintendent of schools * * * of the county
in which the certificate is'in foree, and a copy of such testimonial
shall be filed with the clerk of the state graded school; and the
assistant shall hold a third grade ccrtificate, or a certificate of
a higher grade, provided sueh assistant, if holding a third
grade certificate, shall also have had onee«year’s successful ex-
perience as a teacher in the public schools of Wisconsin. The
